“One-third of . our population is 
left-wing.

tions and the liberals. Such -or- 
scathitions as the CIO officials, 
the ADA, the Ford Foundation, 
Bnai Brith, and, of course, 
NAACP. Then one-third are dne- 
worlders, or interrationalists. 

“So that,” he said, not explain- 
ing his arithmetic, “there are just 
about two-thirds who want to see 
the true American way of life 
achieved.” 

He said “the Jews advocate the 
mixing of races.” 

Mrs. ‘Bowles - said that “the 
‘priests tell their people not to, 
but’ Catholics do join our. organi- 
zation; we have a lot of Catholic 
members.” 

Bowles said, “I’m surprised’ how 
many we do have. But I say ‘this. 
I'll assist any member who wants 
to preserve segregation in his 
church, no matter what church it 
is.” He said regretfully that Catho- 
lic schools in Washington have de-|*_ 
segregated and that in Alexandria: 
they did last year, before the 
Supreme Court ruling.
